To the Minister of Inland Revenue, 

Whereas the climate and soil of 
North Alberta, have been proven io be 
adapted! to the raising of oats, ‘in 
large quantity and of especially zood 
quality for gurposes of milling, seed, 
and feetl,, 

On ibis account and because of ‘the 
brisk demand heretofore existing in 
the adjoining Kootenay district of 
British Columpia, oats have become 
the leading grain crop uf this ‘district. 

This year the sat crop of North 
Alberta amdunts io about four mil- 
lion bushels, being a latge surplus over 
local requirements, 

A brisk demand in Eastern Canada 
has made it possible to shigi a, part( of 
this sucplus to eastern markets. | 

A large proportion of the crdp is 
much over the standard weight and is 
sound and good for all purpases of 
milling aad seed as weil as feed. 

Under the statutes, and the regula- 
tions of the inland tevenue depari> 
ment, these oats have ‘o pass inspec- 
tion at Winnipeg and in doing so be- 
come subject to the jurisdictiom of the 
Western Grain Standards Board.. 

After many thousands of bushels of 
this year’s crop had been purchased 
and sent forward, and,a large part had 
passed inspection at Winnipeg as No.

The Ontario Government have zs:« 
ued a bulletin respecting pla:inum,. 
which says; " 

“The value of platinum. is not likely 
soon to decrease, hence apy ore carry- 
ing platinum capable of being cx- 
tracted commercially is in constant 
demand. The rise io value of platinum 
is Caused by increased consumption in 
photographic work, electric lighiing, 
incaindescent lighting, mantles heat- 
ed by burning gas, instrument making, 
and various apparatus made entirely 
or in part of platinum and other uses 
in the arts. A 

“Platinum is principally found in che 
nitive form and in-solid rock, occurr- 
ing generally in 2]'uvial sands asso- 
ciated with gkraets, magnetite, to- 
Paz, corundum, zircons, native gold, 
and other beavy minerals. Platinum 
metals are found as small grains or 
scales of a tin white color, when clean- 
with nitric acid. The scales \are 
Generally too fine to caich the eye, 
and collect with a beavy fina sand as 
streaks of brown or lead colored par- 
ticles which are very heavy, and can 
be concentrated by washing with run- 
ning ‘vater or >y panning.”

report of sharp fighting iu the 
Orange river and the Transvaal 
colonies, ‘The ergagemenis occurred 


on the previous day, at poinis widely 
fipart. The casualties, as far as 
known, aggregate about 150, equally 
divided, but heavy British losses, the 
totals of which have noi been! re- 
ported, have occurred in the Trans- 
vaal ' ; 

Lord Kitchener also reported that 
during General DeWet’s attack on 
ihe British force commanded by 
Generals Dartnell and Campbell, ot 
Langberg, on December 18, the Boers 
charged bravely and fought desper- 
ately for several hours. DeWet was 
driven off with the loss of twenty 
men. There were twelve casualties 
on the side of the Briiish. ‘ 

On December 2nd Botha, with eight 
hundred Boers, surprised Colonel Da- 
mant’s advance guard, at Tafel Kop, 
Orange River Colony. ‘The Boers 
rusbed a kopje commandiog the main 
body and the guns, but Colonel Da- 


mant rallied his mem and drove the 
Boers from the kopje. The British 
losses were heavy. Colonel Damant 


was dangerously wounded, iwo officers 
and twenty men were killed, and 
three officers and seventeen men 
were wounded. Lhe Boers left six 
dead, on the field aud dispersed. The 
Gritish pursued the enemy and cap- 
including 
Keytet.. 

In the fight a: Tafel Kop, the Boers, 
dressed as British Yeomanry, engag- 
ed in a splendid race with the 
British in the artempt to be first in 
gaining the crest of the kopje. «The 
Boers gained the summit firsi, and 
fired on the single troop of Damant’s 
Horse, which took part in the race 
for the kopje. These troopers took 
advantage of all the smell amounit of 
cover available immediately below 
ihe Boers, and fought uniil all but 
four of them were killed or wounded. 
By that ‘ime reinforcements of Da- 
mant’s Horse came up and charged 
and captured the kopje. 


Commandani 


In the eastern part’ of the 
Trans.aal colony Colonel Mackenzie 
attacked Commandant Smith’s force of 


Boers, at Lake Bvnagaher, on De- 
cember 20, and killed six and, cap- 
tured sixteen of the enemy. Com- 
mandant Smith escaped. 

The Boers, under a,flag of truce, 
asked permission to remove their 
dead. They admitted having buried 


twenty-seven men. 

\ force of Boers turing the night 
of December 19, attacked the British 
post at Elandspruit, but the burghers 
were driven off, leaving eight men 
killed, iucluding Commandant Krieze. 
Field Cornet Mahon, whd was 
wounded, and three other wounded 
men were also left on the field. The 
British casualties were seven men 
killed and six officers and eighteen 
men wounded.

Last spring 
the same mien iook the means in their 
power to depress the value of Alberta 
pats, The compositéan of the board 
must. be altered before jusiice cap be 
expected. The hoard may have been 
appointed in good faith, but the time 
had «me when the standards should 
not be fixed by men intsrested in the 
manipulation of the grades.
